The winter quarters of the 
Hagenbeck-Wallace Shows 
which are located about three 


miles south of Peru, Ind., was 
in the very center of the In- 
diana flood district and the 
loss to the circus organization 
will probably total from $50,- 
000 to $60,000, according to a 
signed statement made to The 
Billboard representativ by Mr. 
Wallace at Peru on last Friday 
evening. 

-The general conditions at 


Peru are very bad and many 
families are homeless, but luck- 


ily the show folks all escaped 
without serious injury. Last 
Monday Mr. Wallace, accom- 
panied by C. S. Hagaman, legal 
adjuster for the show, visited 
the winter quarters and return- 
ed to Peru at a few minutes be- 
fore six. The water was then 
just beginning to come in on 
the streets and in so much as 
this has often happened at 
this city, the circus proprietor 
thought nothing of it at the 
time, but when at seven-thirty 
the water had risen to a height 
of more than a foot in the high 
parts of the city, he became 
alarmed and decided to visit 
his farm and warn his employes 
to prepare for the high waters. 
However, by the time he and 
Mr. Hagaman reacht the bridge 
the water was so high and the 
current so strong that they 
were forct to turn back to the 
city. By Tuesday morning the 
water was five and six feet 
high in the low lands and many 
homes were wreckt. The high 
water mark was reacht on 


Wednesday morning at three 
o’clock, when in certain por- 
tions of the city it attained a 
height of from 15 to 20 feet. 


A great number of circus 
men with the Wallace Shows 
were in the city and more than 
75 were marooned At the farm. 
Among those who were in the 
city at the time were Mr. Wal- 
lace, C. E. Corey, Charlie Haga- 
man, Warren B. Irons, Billy 
Adams and several who hold 
minor positions with the show. 

Warren B. Irons was the first 
to reach the farm. He braved 
the dangers of treacherous cur- 
rents when the water was at 
its worst early Thursday morn- 
ing, leaving the Bearss Hotel 
at 6 a. m. and not arriving at 


afternoon. The direct road into 
the farm from the city is prob- 
ably less than three miles long, 
but owing to the circuitous 
route which Mr. Irons was 
compelled to take in order to 
reach his destination he states 
that he walkt fully 15 miles. 
However, Irons was unable 
to again leave the farm that 
night, consequently Mr. Wal- 
lace and all his aides in Peru 
were still in ignorance of actu- 
al conditions at the quarters.

Hy Mayer,)was on in the number two position, 
the place a¢signed on the program to McIntyre 
and Hardy, 4vho were out of the bill after the 
Monday afternoon show. Mayer is undoubtedly 
a master caricaturist, but as a vaudevil act he 
is terrible. .There have been many acts of the 
k'nd in the ttwo-a-day theaters, but seldom has 
there been unything offered that was as poorly 
conceived a® is the act of Mr. Mayer’s. He 
puts a tea cyp on his head and does an imitation. 
When nobooy laufs he consults his written 
notes for the next funny (7?) one. He tells some 
atrocious jokes and tells them about as poorly 
as could bestold. Mr. Mayer is much too big 
and too clever a man to make such a spectacle 
of himself on the stage. 

Ed. Wynn is a regular vaudevillian and the 
‘dea of the new skit which he is offering is a 
good one. That is about the best thing that 
ean be sald about the act. Wynn has been 
funny in the past, and is undoubtedly a good 
comedian; but his present offering will in no 
way tend to increase his reputation as a fun 
maker. As said before, the idea is there for a 
good comedy act, but the material now offered 
is about as funny as a funeral. Wynn*is as- 
sisted by two other men. They fit into the ac- 
tion of the act all right, but there is nothing 
for them to do save to enhance the general 
gioom. 


The Eternal Waltz is mostly froth. There is 
a great big flash, thirty odd people being used 
in the ensembles. The offer!ng bears the names 
of a number{iof very clever people and is dis- 
appointing only because so much more is to be 
expected of phe people connected with it. The 
music is by*Leo Fahl, who has to his credit 
The Dollar Brincess, and The Siren. In spots 
the music is catchy and the waltz number being 
the most notable, but the work, as work of Leo 
Fahl, is very disappointing. Auston Hurgon is 
responsible far a book that is very ordinary and 
the whole thing is produced by Joseph Hart un 
der the direction and patronage of Martin Beck. 
Cyril Chadwiek and Mabel Berra are among the 
principals. Enuf names, truly. Chadwick Is 
funny at times in the role of an English actor 
and Miss Berri is seen as a Viennese singer with 
yearning to be heard in London. The piece !s 
not up to expectations by any manner of means 
and is not worth the amount of money, time 
and trouble spent on It. 

Taylor Holthes was engaged after the Monday 
matinee to appear during the remainder of the 
week. Holmes is doing about half of the act 
which was reviewed in these columns last week. 
and much tothe improvment of the sa'‘d offer- 
ing. Even so’ the applause that greeted his ef 
forts on Tuesday night was barely sufficient 
to cover a sihgle legitimate bow.

The Four Vann's have a crackerjack wire of 
fering, the werk of the male member who dress 
es aS a worvan being particularly worthy of 
note. Not onty is he a wonderful wire worker. 
but his makegup as a woman will pass muster 
almost anyw'ere and puts him in the Julian 
Eltinge class, as far as looks are concerned. 
The Four mémbers of the Vannis troupe are 
all workers, not a staller among them, and ther 
put up a brag? of entertainment that Is second 
to none of t kind. 

The applan hit of the bill was the v'ol!n 
playing of one Ota Gygi, billed as a Violinist 
of the Spanish Court. In rather flly-fittine 
evening clothes and with no make-up to discnuis 
the natural pallor of his face, Greil came on and 
walkt away w'th the honors of the bill To be 
sure he didn’: offer the kind of music that is 
attempted by every other violinist playing vand: 
vil, but it doesn't matter in the ‘east what Gygi 
plays. It is very much the way he plays it 
Gygi will be, a great big h't anywhere from 
vandevil up the highest of the high brow 
concerts. Sofwell was he appreciated that the 
applause ran{| well into the long Introductory 
music of thefdancing act that followed. 

Ia Nanlerk@wska is offered as a pantomim!«' 
and dancer. he truth of the matter is that 
La Naplerkowxka !s a mighty good-looking and 


shapely dancer of the ‘‘cooch’’ variety, formerly 
so often seen in the Oriental shows on the mid- 
way of a fair. But the young lady is some 
dancer of the kind. There isn't a portion of her 
body that she can not make wriggle at will, 
and there is very little of it that isn’t constantly 
wriggling during the time which she spends on 
the stage in her offering The Captive.

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“LINCOLN THEATER, 
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Chicago, March 25 (Special to The Billboard). 
—A nice, clean, little bill, with lots of bright 
spots and entertaining situations, is one prevail 
ing at the Lincoln playhouse the first few days 
of the current week. 

DeDio’s Circus, which opens the show, rep- 
resents a well selected, and, we assume, a 
1ather well trained assemblage of animals, but 
for some reason or other, fate seemed to rule 
unfavorably over the attendants of the minia- 
ture circus on Monday evening. Things will gv 
wrong and mistakes will happen even in the 
best regulated circuses, and while the fact of 
a monkey forgetting his stunt or the clever 
little pony doing one thing when he should, in 
accordance with al] the law and order of his 
act, do another, is not unusual, it was some 
thing of a contretemps when the male maste: 
of the ring seemed doomed to stumble over 
everything that came in his path, and covertly. 
it was not pleasant for him at times. But this 
misfortune must bave been in the air. It cer- 
tainly was not the act. 

The embarrassments of the circus were quick- 
ly effaced when Mabel Harper, ‘‘Eva Tanguay 
like,’’ makes her appearance in the second po- 
sition on this bill. Mabel is a real entertainer 
—and this accomplishment, not by virtue of 
the fact that she does anything wonderful, but 
it’s the way Mabe] does it and she says sv 
herself. 

Harry Burkhardt and Company, present a one- 
act playlet, entitled Circumstantial Evidence. 
The playlet is well acted, the dramatic situa- 
tion serving as the closing climax to the little 
offering, is remarkably well taken care of at 
the hands of George B. Thompson, who enacts 
the role of The Silent One and in the ensemble, 
Circumstantial Evidence conveys a very good 
impression to the auditor. 

We feel confident, however, that the average 
person, witnessing the peeves in question, will 
held the plot to be highly improbable and well 
nigh impossible, particularly in these days when 
the selection of a jury is characterized with the 
utmost care and discretion.

—One-act playlet, Circumstantial Evidence; 13 
men; third in five-act act bill; time, 19 minutes 
in full; appearance, good, appropriate; recep- 
tion, extremely good. 


Everything about Circumstantial Evidence is 
good but the plot. In the present order of 
things, it does not seem feasible nor plausible 
that ome member of a jury is discovered to be 
the person who is the real criminal—the mur- 
derer in the case which is being tried, and 
that’s the situation that Circumstantial Evi 
dence portrays. We shall leave this point, how- 
ever, for legal competence to decide; otherwise 
it is very good. 


HELM AND BEATRICE—Singing and danc- 
ing act; two girls; fourth in five-act bill; time.

Helm and Beatrice bill themselves as The 
Two Nifty Girls and they have certainly struck 
a happy billing. They are pleasing. pretty and 
appealing, and the little girl who imperson- 
ates the dapper lad in up-to-the-minute attire 
fills the ‘‘nifty’’ requirement. Their singing and 
dancing numbers while nothing extraordinary, 
are well rendered, and The Two Nifty Girls 
score a hit, which is certainly due them. 


MAREENA AND DELTON BROTHERS—Ath- 
letic series; three gentlemen, two straight, one 
comedian; closing five-aet show; time, eight 
minutes in full; appearance, excellent; recep- 
tion, very good.

When Johnny Small and his Small Sisters 
make their appearance before the footlights, the 
act looks Uke the regulation song and dance 
number, and to-a limited extent it is, but when 
Johnny appears in the old Roman costume— 
which, by the way, is a very much abbreviated 
affair, and a laurel wreath upon his brow, *‘‘the 
stuff’s off.’ The audience decides that it’s 
time to lauf. and lauf they do. And Johnny 
cleverly enuf, takes advantage of this dispo- 
sition on the part of the audience, and works it 
to a finish. Outside of this incidental happen- 
ing, it must be admitted that the Smalls are 
a talented trio and they sing pretty well. 
Their dancing numbers which are of the rapid- 
fire sort, are received with immense enthusiasm, 
and as a whole, the act thoroly pleased.

The 
only way the park can restore the one-time faith 
of the pubic is to offer for its amusement. good

My slogan in park management is this: Give 
the people what they want, and they wil grate- 
fully respond to your invitation and pay the 
price of admission without a pang of regret.

They 
must be fit for the moxt innocent of children to 
see. Then they will produce the verdict “I have 
paid mv money and have had its worth.” Then 
you will pack your park and garner the rich 
harvest we are all striving for.
